Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
the  inhabitants  and  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  for  the  year 
1959. 

As  in  previous  years,  I have  included  a shortened  report  on  the 
personal  health  services  carried  out  in  the  district  under  my  supervision 
on  behalf  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council  and  added  explanatory 
comments. 

From  the  vital  statistics  of  the  district  the  health  and  well  being 
of  those  who  live  in  it  can  be  interpreted.  Fluctuation  from  year  to 
year  are  inevitable  in  a small  district  but  a study  of  the  comparative 
tables  shows  the  trend  throughout  the  years. 

The  Vital  Statistics  for  1959  show:  — 

1.  There  has  been  a very  slight  increase  in  the  population.  (Apart 
from  very  slight  fluctuation  the  population  of  Adwick-le-Street 
has  been  more  or  less  constant  for  the  last  10  years). 

2.  The  birth  rate  was  again  slightly  reduced. 

3.  The  number  of  deaths  was  increased. 

4.  One  woman  died  of  childbirth. 

5.  The  number  of  infants  dying  under  one  year  was  increased  from 
12  to  14. 

6.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  cases  of  infectious  diseases  due  to  an 
outbreak  of  measles. 

7.  One  case  of  poliomyelitis  occurred. 
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This  report  shows  a record  of  the  work  carried  out  by  everyone  con 
nected  with  the  Health  Department.  For  successful  results  there  must 
always  be  a close  association  and  co-operation  between  the  environmental 
services  of  the  Local  Authority  and  the  more  personal  service  of  the  divi- 
sional health  staff.  This  has  always  existed  in  Adwick  and  is  helped 
greatly  by  the  two  offices  being  in  the  same  building. 

I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  Mr.  Senior,  the  Public 
Health  Inspector,  who  has  been  responsible  for  the  writing  of  the  second 
part  of  this  report  on  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area,  and  the 
staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  valued  help  and  co-operation, 
and  also  to  all  members,  professional  and  clerical,  of  the  staff  of  the 
Divisional  Office. 

In  conclusion,  Mr.  Chairman,  may  I thank  you  and  all  members 
of  the  Council  for  your  help  and  courteous  reception  throughout  the 
year.

POPULATION  AND  BIRTH  RATE 

The  Registrar  General’s  figures  continue  to  show  a small  increase 
in  the  population,  from  18,550  to  18,580. 

The  Birth  Rate  shows  a very  slight  decrease  compared  with  1958 
but  is  still  in  excess  of  the  birth  rate  for  the  country  as  a whole. 

There  were  15  illegitimate  births  compared  with  12  in  1958.  The 
Moral  Welfare  Committee  of  the  Archdeaconry  of  Doncaster  and 
Rotherham  continues  to  be  most  helpful  in  these  cases  and  arranges,  with 
financial  assistance  from  the  West  Riding  County  Council,  accommodation 
for  unmarried  mothers  in  their  Church  Homes  when  requested.

3.  Home  Nursing 

The  Home  Nursing  Service  was  fully  staffed  during  the  year,  and 
is  now  adequate  for  all  demands  on  this  service.  The  nurses  work  under 
the  direction  of  the  general  practitioners,  and  the  tables  show  an  increasing 
use  of  this  service.  Increasingly  home  nursing  is  required  for  the  aged 
chronic  sick,  and  this  not  only  requires  skilled  nursing,  but  also  taxes  the 
physical  strength  of  the  nurses.

6.  Welfare  of  the  Aged 

This  service  is  sponsored  by  the  Adwick-le-Street  Council  and  the 
Committee  for  the  Welfare  of  the  Aged  which  consists  of  members  of 
that  authority  together  with  persons  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  aged. 
Since  its  inception  this  Committee  has  raised  funds  and  gradually  widened 
the  scope  of  its  activities.  These  services,  which  are  all  free  to  the  old 
people,  have  been  administered  by  the  Public  Health  Department,  and  the 
activities  during  the  year  have  been  as  detailed  below. 

(a)  Chiropody  Service 

This  service  continues  to  be  held  at  the  Woodlands  and  Carcroft  Child 
Welfare  Clinics  and  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  old  folks  who  are  thus 
enabled  to  get  about  in  comfort.  It  is  hoped  to  establish  a similar  service 
at  H'ghfields,  in  the  very  near  future.

considerably,  as  from  the  1st  February,  1960,  the  Minister  of  Health  gave 
approval  to  the  establishment  of  such  services  under  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  1946,  by  Local  Health  Authorities.  The  West  Riding  County 
Council  is  to  operate  direct  schemes  where  no  voluntary  scheme  has  been 
organised,  but  where  such  voluntary  schemes  are  in  existence  they  will 
be  allowed  to  continue  and  the  West  Riding  County  Council  will  reimburse 
in  full.  There  are  certain  conditions  to  be  fulfilled  but  these  will  not 
change  the  basic  working  of  the  schemes. 

In  addition  to  the  aged  persons,  the  service  is  to  be  extended  to 
expectant  mothers  and  physically  handicapped  persons.  It  will  be  neces- 
sary for  all  new  entrants  to  the  scheme  to  be  recommended  for  treatment 
by  a doctor,  home  nurse,  health  visitor,  midwife  etc.  A maximum  of  six 
treatments  per  year  is  to  be  allowed  and  as  the  present  scheme  only  enables 
two  treatments  a year  more  clinics  will  be  necessary.  Domiciliary  visits 
are  to  continue  as  in  the  past. 

(b)  Wardens  Scheme 

The  three  wardens  appointed  to  the  Carcroft  and  Woodlands  Areas 
continue  to  carry  out  their  duties  efficiently  and  conscientiously.  Each 
warden  has  a list  of  duties  and  conditions  and  reports  are  subnrtted  to 
the  Health  Deparment  of  anything  required  to  improve  the  well  being 
or  comfort  of  these  old  people.  In  an  emergency  the  warden  can  seek 
medical  advice  and  each  one  has  a telephone  installed  in  her  home.  A 
simple  card  index  system  is  kept  for  each  person,  showing  next  of  kin.

Cleanliness  Inspections 

During  the  year  routine  cleanliness  inspections  were  carried  out  at 
every  school  in  the  Division  by  the  School  Nurses,  and  a total  of  25  154 
inspections  and  re-inspections  were  made.

Care  and  After  Care  of  Tuberculosis 

A special  Committee  for  this  purpose  has  been  established  for  some 
years.  The  Committee  consists  of  lay  members  and  representatives  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  Doncaster  and  District.  Financial  assistance 
is  given  to  the  Committee  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council  and  the 
Doncaster  County  Borough. 

It  has  been  possible  to  help  many  cases  with  clothing,  bedding,  etc. 
This  Committee  carries  out  most  useful  work,  and  the  advice  of  the 
special  Health  Visitors  for  Tuberculosis  is  always  available. 

The  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor  continues  to  prove  a most  valuable 
Lnk  between  the  Consultant  at  the  Chest  Clinic  and  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health.  Background  reports  are  submitted  to  each  officer,  and  this 
home  visiting  enables  the  Chest  Physician  to  be  assured  that  his  advice 
is  being  carried  out. 

The  County  Council  also  provide  free  milk  up  to  two  pints  per  day 
to  cases  recommended  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer.

Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  annual  report  for  1959. 

In  the  following  pages  details  of  the  inspections  made  in  the  District 
and  notices  served,  both  informal  and  formal,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
several  Acts  of  Parliament  and  Regulations  which  empower  Local  Authori- 
ties to  carry  out  their  duties.  Details  of  work  carried  out  upon  notices 
served  are  also  recorded. 

HOUSING 

Repair  of  Defective  Dwelling  Houses 

During  the  year  82  dwelling-houses  have  been  repaired.  Of  these 
62  have  been  repaired  upon  Informal  Notices.  The  remaining  20  have 
been  repaired  upon  Formal  Notices  under  the  Housing  Act,  1957  or  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Slum  Clearance 

Eight  families  have  been  re-housed  from  slum  clearance  area. 

Rent  Act,  1957 

Four  applications  have  been  made  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair.  In 
all  four  cases  the  owners  gave  an  undertaking  to  carry  out  the  necessary 
repairs. 

A Certificate  of  Disrepair  was  issued  during  1959  upon  an  applica- 
tion made  in  1958  which  was  later  cancelled  after  the  repairs  had  been 
completed. 

TENTS,  VANS,  SHEDS  AND  SIMILAR  STRUCTURES 

We  still  get  the  hawkers  and  dealers  who  operate  from  caravans 
which  are  temporarily  sited  on  the  outskirts  of  the  District.  Generally 
we  keep  the  District  fairly  clear  of  this  kind  of  dwelling. 
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AIR  RAID  SHELTERS 


A small  number  of  air  raid  shelters  have  been  demolished  because  of 
their  dangerous  condition.  During  the  year  a survey  was  made  when  it 
was  found  that  there  were  223  domestic  shelters,  18  underground  shelters, 
and  13  communal  shelters  still  in  existence.  Some  of  these  are  defective 
and  are  being  dealt  with  but  many  others  continue  to  obstruct  natural 
lighting  in  dwelling-houses.  Representations  are  being  made  for  these  to 
be  demolished. 

FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS 

The  inspection  of  food  premises  continues  and  shops  have  been  fitted 
with  sinks  and  wash-hand  basins  provided  with  hot  and  cold  water. 

During  the  year  there  was  one  prosecution  in  respect  of  a mouldy  pie 
for  which  a fine  of  £10  was  imposed. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  water  supply  of  the  District  is  obtained  from  the  Don  Valley 
Water  Board.  For  many  years  there  has  been  only  two  premises  net 
receiving  Towns  Water  and  it  is  now  pleasing  to  report  that  there  is 
only  one. 

Several  water  samples  were  taken  during  1959  and  all  were  found 
satisfactory. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSE  ACT,  1958. 

The  formalities  of  Section  3 of  this  Act  which  relates  to  reports  in 
respect  of  slaugterhouses  have  now  been  complied  with.  Trade  repre- 
sentatives were  met  and  the  matter  discussed. 

Briefly  the  circumstances  are  that  two  slaughter-houses  were  licensed 
after  the  war.  In  the  course  of  time  both  these  were  voluntarily  closed 
and  no  further  applications  have  been  received. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  District  has  been  completely  surveyed  and  all  infestations  dealt 
with.  There  are  certain  centres  of  recurring  infestation  in  vulnerable  places, 
but  the  District  is  well  attended  to.  In  addition  to  discovery  of  infesta- 
tion by  survey  we  also  receive  some  notifications  all  of  which  are  promptly 
dealt  with.

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955 

By  the  Sale  of  Milk  Regulations,  milk  has  to  contain  not  less  than 
3 per  cent  fat,  and  not  less  than  8.5  per  cent  solids  other  than  fat. 

It  is  also  an  offence  to  add  either  colouring  matter  or  preservatives 
to  milk. 

During  the  year  under  review  15  milk  samples  have  been  taken  for 
chemical  analysis;  all  were  found  to  be  genuine. 
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ICE  CREAM  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  REGULATIONS 

1947  - 52 


The  regulations  broadly  require  that,  subject  to  certain  qualifications, 
the  ingredients  of  ice-cream  shall  be  heat-treated  after  being  mixed,  and 
that  the  mixture  shall  then  be  cooled  until  the  freezing  process  has  begun. 
After  freezing,  the  ice-cream  must  not  be  sold  unless  it  has  been  kept  at 
a temperature  of  not  more  than  28°  F,  or  if  its  temperature  has  risen 
above  28°  F,  unless  it  has  again  been  heat  treated  and  then  kept  at  not 
more  than  28°  F after  being  frozen. 

In  the  circular  accompanying  the  regulations  it  is  stated  that  as  yet 
no  test  has  been  devised  the  reliability  of  which  is  sufficiently  established 
to  justify  its  use  as  a statutory  test,  non-compliance  with  which  would 
constitute  an  offence.  However,  attention  is  being  drawn  to  a form  of 
methylene  blue  test,  and  it  is  suggested  that  if  out  of  the  four  grades 
recommended  ice-cream  consistently  fails  to  reach  Grades  1 and  2,  it 
would  be  reasonable  to  regard  this  as  indicating  defects  of  manuufacture 
or  of  handling  which  calls  for  further  investigation. 

Of  the  85  ice-cream  samples  taken : — 

79  or  92.94%  samples  were  in  Grade  1 — Satisfactory. 

3 or  3.53i%  samples  were  in  Grade  2 — Satisfactory. 

3 or  3.531%  samples  were  in  Grade  3 — Unsatisfactory. 


WATER  SUPPLY
